BATTLE 


THE ATTACK ON 
ITALIAN 
BATTLESHIP

WITH THE MEDITERRANEAN 
FLEET, Tuesday. 


RITAIN’S new  aircraft- 


carrier, the Formidable, 
came into port without a 
scratch, after her torpedo- 


bombers had fired three pro- 
jectiles into the Italian hattle- 


ship Vittorio Veneto. 


British pilots, braving an incredible 
barrage of fire from the Vittorio 
Veneto and her escorting cruisers and 
destroyers in the preliminary engage- 
ment west of Crete, persistently at- 
tacked the battleship with torpedoes 
on March 28, and succeeded in making 
her list heavily astern. 

The Vittorio Veneto stopped tem- 
porarily, and was last seen heading 
for Messina or Taranto with her 
quarter-deck awash, apparently, in 
‘very bad condition,” and making a 
speed of only eight knots. 

Captain Arthur La Touche Bisset, 
of the Formidable, said: ' My opinion 
ia that there is at least a 50-50 chance 
that the Vittorio Veneto has been 
lost.”’ 


‘PLANES ATTACK 


Captain Bisset and MRear-Admiral 
Denis Boyd, of Illustrious fame, told 
how the Carrier's planes attacked the 
Vittorio Veneto after demonstrating 
their fighting ability, while the ship 
was returning from a previous Medi- 
terranean sweep, by assisting her to 
combat German dive-bombers. 

Captain Bisset said that three sepa- 
rate attacks were made by squadrons, 
launching torpedoes a few hundred 
yards from the Vittorio Veneto. 

He added: ‘‘ During the first attack 
on the Vittorio Veneto, made at 11.45 
a.m. on March 28, some shots from 
her guns fell uncomfortably close to 
our cruisers. The attack by our 
‘planes, however, turned her around, 
and she gave up firing, whereupon we 
achieved one torpedo-hit before she 
steamed away at a speed of 25 knots. 

‘“Meanwhile, one of our fighter 
‘planes shot down a Junkers. 88, which 
was attacking our striking force. 


FIRST ASSAULT 


““The first attack was made on the 
Italian ship fifty miles south-west of 
Crete. 

The captain went on: '' At, 12.15 p.m. 
we sent, off our second striking force. 
Soon after that was done we were 


rejoining the Fleet when we were 
attacked by two Italian  torpedo- 
carrying aircraft. We avoided those 
torpedoes. 


“ The second striking force remained 
around the Fleet until 2 p.m. and then 
attacked the Veneto half an hour later. 
Our ‘planes got down low without 
Bo seen. 

“ Then the Italian destroyers opened 
fire. Two of our fighter ‘planes 
attacked the destroyers, which turned 
away. " 


HIT CLAIMED 


“The Venito started to turn away 
from the attack, but three of our air- 
craft launching torpedoes scored at 
least one hit. Two ‘planes fired two 
torpedoes from a perfect position. 

“After that the Veneto’s speed was 
considerably reduced and later she was 
seen making only eight knots. At least 
one torpedo struck her. 

“ Just before dusk another striking 
force of eight ‘planes shot off from the 
carrier keeping the Italian Fleet in 
sight until it was nearly dark. 

“ Then they started to attack, but 
the fire from the Italian warships was 
so incredibly terrific that the ‘planes 


}were forced to turn back for a short 


time. Then they attacked from widely 
different angles. 


CRUISER HIT 


“ One of their torpedoes struck the 
cruiser Pola near the Venito, tearing 


into the cruiser’s engine-room and 
stopping her.” The captain said the 
Italian fleet was heading eastward 


when it was first sighted at 7.09 a.m., 
British aircraft making an alarm report. 

The British cruiser ion was engaged 
by Italian cruisers which attempted to 
lead the British within range of the 
Venito's guns, but, on sighting the 
Venito, the British cruisers reversed 
these tactics, and turned away to lead 
the Italian squadron into the range of 
the British battleships’ guns. 

One pilot, keeping contact with the 
Italian Fleet, reported that the Venito 
Nua to be practically — at 
10.30 p.m., Captain Bisset said. She 
was very much down by the stern, her 
quarterdeck was practically awash, and 
she was generally in a very bad con- 
dition 


ONLY ONE ’PLANE MISSING 


All the British aircraft returned to 
the carrier, he said, with the exception 
of one ‘plane. This was the only 
casualty of the entire air attack on the 
Venito and the whole naval engage- 
ment tater in the night, said Captain 
Bisset. A second ‘plane, which was 
earlier reported lost, returned to the 
carrier. 

Rear-Admira!l Denis Boyd said that 
the Venito had 400 miles to go before 
she couid reach Taranto or Messina, 
and that she would have the greatest 
diffic: ‘ty in getting home, because she 
was down heavily at the stern. He 
added that the next few days should 
reveal whether she finally sank. 

Rear-Admiral Boyd’ described the 
attacks on the Venito as outstandingly 

allant, carried out by pilots in broad 

aylight in face of terrific fire.

Municipal water supplies were, of 
course, known at other historical periods 
than the nineteenth century, but the 
int is that the ‘‘ morality’ implied 
is solely that of public safety, public 
necessity. When, therefore, it becomes 
obvious to a sufficient proportion of 
our | agin ee that the bread supply 
is of equal importance ts the supply 
of water, and that it is evident that 
the growing, milling and distributing 
of wheat, barley and rye in their ap- 
propriate forms cannot be managed by 
private individual means without in- 
security and danger of famine, particu- 
larly in times of war, we may expect 
that efforts will be made to make our 
bread supply correspond to the muni- 
cipal supply of water. And we may 
expect, too, that individual interests 
will protest with every means in their, 
not inconsiderable power. We shall 
have pro and anti-mrnicipal bread fac- 
tions, as now we have pro and anti- 
black bread factions. at being so, 
it is as well to ask whether the control 
of our water supply by individual capi- 
talists is not unthinkable, whether or 
not one family finds more use for 
water than another? i : 

It is, then, the extension of muni- 
cipal and social service, implicit in 
Judge Wylie’s ventures, that we may 
hope for? Not, indeed, . because a 
profit economy is in itselí either moral 
or immoral, but because it is being 
demonstrated continually that such an 
economy tends to destroy itself, and 
to ‘‘destroy’’ us with it. The alter- 
native, it must be stressed, is not the 
forcing of labour into the service of 
private capitalists, as, for example, of 
the farm labourers into the service of 
irresponsible farmers and ranchers, but 
more and bolde: measures of socialisa- 
tion. The forcing of labour to the 
service of the private capitalist, who, 
in turn, must pes “ru in very ade- 
uate ways the political party which 
| gó the forcing, is the “ remedy ” of 
totalitarianism, of fascism, which 
operates, and probably can only oper- 
ate, on a war footing. 

Finally, one might point out that 
such words as ‘‘socialisation’’ are not 
to be supposed to be ends in them- 
selves, but are merely counters to de- 
scribe a process, an effort towards co- 
operative living, in which the happi- 
ness and well-being of one is the happi- 
ness and well-being of all, which exists 
in our world side by side with “‘in- 
dividuation, ’ a implies the

I do not deny 
that occasionally a writer has been 
found capable of Pe gens a 
picture for its painterly qualities, 
apart from its subject; but in the main 
what a writer looks for in af picture 
is something he can write about, and 
therefore the type that attracts him 
most is the subject picture, the por- 
trait and the abstract design. Some 
of the best. pictures in the world have 
been subject pictures, but it is the 
manner and not the matter which 
makes the difference between a 
Crucifixion by Mantegna and the 
cheap oleograph of the same subject 
which too often disfigures our 
churches in Ireland. One might just 
as well say that a building was 
beautiful because it had “God Save 
Ireland’’ painted across its face. 
Another profound mistake of the 
patriot-writer is to suppose that artists 
must conform to his own social stand- 
ards. A peasant can plough all day 
and write poems when he pleases; an 
artist peasant cannot. working 
peasant can become a craftworker, a 
decorator of his house and cart. But if 
he aims to be a real artist he must 
give up everything else and work une

Sin,—My daughter, aged nearly nine, 
was Easca shocked by your article 
on childrén’s taste in literature, and by 
your remark that children do not want 
fairy tales. 

Patricia Lynch has been her favourite 
author during the past three years. 
She estimates, with, 1 know, great 
aceuracy, that she has read all the 
Turf-cutter books, the ' King of the 
Tinkers’’ and ‘‘ The Grey Goose of 
Kilnevin ” about eight or nine times 
each. She is not yet an articulate 
critic, but when pressed as to why she 
so loves these books replied that they 
were so natural as well as so magic. 

A child’s instinct for make-believe is 
at its height between the age of five 
and nine. Its imagination ís ready at 
that age to devour any food which it 
can adapt and utilise for its own fantasy 
building. If op only give the child 
annuals to read, it may not realise what 
it has missed, and the period of make- 
believe will have passed by’the time the 
child is old enough to make literary 
discoveries on its own. The average 
child of five to nine will delight in 
Andrew Lang’s fairy tale volumes, in 
myths of Greece and Rome, in Persian 
tales and Arthurian legends. The 
fantasy building of this period seems to 
be in parallel with the myth-making 
era of the human race. We reproduce 
the cycle of life in miniature. 

Undoubtedly, after the period of 
make-beliéve comes a period when 
adventure and achievement hold the 
stage, and the fairy tales are put away, 
together with the child’s own make- 
believe games. The writer of your 
article would seem to confuse the taste 
of a particular age with the teste of 
children in general. Even the con- 
tributors to the humble '' Dandy ” 
realise that make-believe is more 
popular than “the glamour of going to 
school or killing rats.’’

He handed a note to the President 
stating that, he refused to give evidence 
against Cullen, because he had already 
forgiven the sergeant íor any wrong he 
may have done him. 

The Judge Advocate told Chadwick 
that it was his duty as a soldier to give 
evidence. 

Aíter a short adjournment, during 
which prosecuting and deíending 
counse, interviewed Chadwick, the 
Judge Advocate said: *‘ The Court will 
not allow you to refuse to give evidence 
merely on the grounds that you do not 
wish to.” - 

Chadwick was arrested and taken 
away under escort, 

Lieutenant Fargher, defending, 
mentioned that there had been about 
a hundred courts martial on con- 
scientious objectors who had refused to 
put on uniform, take kit, sign papers 
or obey orders. 

Private Albert Foster said that after 
he had complained of brutality Cullen 
took him to the gymnasium and threw 
him a pair of boxing gloves. ‘‘ We had 
a fair fight,’’ he said, “1 came off 
second best.’”

Earlier the court martial found 
Sergeant Donald Alexander McPhail 
not guilty of six of the eight remaining 
charges against him, of assaulting 
objectors.

The decision of the Court on the 
remaining charges against McPhail was 
deferred.

the value of the assets, an allegation 
which the defence denfes.
